Any further evidence 
of it will force the chair to order the 
chamber cleared of those t members 
and the doors barred to visitors. We 
have business to transact here, the 
important business of the state of 
Georgia, and only a limited time in 
to do it.

President Ennis also warned that 
the floor must be cleared of those 
who are not members or who have not 
been extended the privileges of the 
floor.

Vacancies occurring from any cause 
incIndes failure of a judge to be 
elected to another term) shall be filled as 
follows: 

(a) Vacancies on the supreme court shall 
he filled by appointment by the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the senate. 

(b) Vacancies on the court of appeals 
shall be filled as follows: The supreme 
court shall nominate to the governor a list 
of not more than four, nor jess than two, 
lawyers who, in the opinicn of the an- 
preme “court, would make satisfactory ap- 
pointees to the vacancy, and who, it has 
been ascertained by the sapreme court, 
wonld accept the position if tendered. The 
governor shall appoint from such list. 

(c) Vacancies on the superior court shall 
be filled in the same manner a® vacancies 
on the court of appeals.

It provides for creation at- a deep 
water port on the Georgia eoast of 
state-owned and operated terminals.
